A RESOLUTION CONCERNING WESTFIELD 
VILLAGE 

WHEREAS, the Fort Wayne Housing Authority has at 
this time voted to vacate, demolish, and level to the ground 
Westfield Village; and 


WHEREAS, the Fort Wayne Housing Authority's planned 
modernization contained many superflous items resulting in a 
60% cost overrun; and 

WHEREAS, adequate modernization could be accomplished 
at a modest cost per unit; and 

WHEREAS, sewer construction to serve Westfield Village 
is necessary regardless of whether or not public housing remains 
there, and when completed will serve a population of 72,310 in 
a 5,015 acre area; and 

WHEREAS, the workable program indicates there are 
1,096 applications on file for low income public housing, 528 
of which are elderly people, and according to the Fort Wayne 
Housing Authority only 21 vacancies exist in public housing; and 
WHEREAS, nearly two-thirds (2/3) of Westfield 
Village residents do not meet the requirements for scattered site 
housing; and 

WHEREAS, the vacancy rates in standard low-income 
housing units in Fort Wayne is practically zero; and 


WHEREAS, there is absolutely no place to relocate 
the residents of Westfield Village in decent safe housing; and 


WHEREAS, no relocation money has been allocated or 
is available; and 


WHEREAS, Westfield Village has an excellent location 
convenient to schools, parks, public transportation, and job 
sites; and 


WHEREAS, the cost of moving the Westfield Village units 
is as great or greater than renovation costs; and 

WHEREAS, the replacement cost of these 244 units is 
in excess of One Million Five Hundred Thousand Dollars ($1,500,000.00; 
and 


WHEREAS, the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne has 
shown a commitment to improve Westfield Village by granting 
Two Hundred Thousand Dollars ($200,000.00) in revenue sharing 
funds; and 
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NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, that it favors the retention of 
Westfield Village as a home for public housing residents, and 
asks the Fort Wayne Housing Authority not to destroy these homes; 
said Common Council does not approve of the destruction of 
$1,500,000.00 worth of public housing, and if this is done 
withdraws the $200,000.00 revenue sharing commitment and asks 
that it be returned to the General Revenue Sharing Trust Account; 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, if the Fort Wayne Housing 
Authority ignores its created intent to provide low cost 
housing to persons and families who are otherwise financially 
unable to provide adequate, decent, safe, and sanitary housing 
for themselves; and ignores its financial responsibility to the 
community, then the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne 
will not consider the appropriation of any new funds to the Fort 
Wayne Housing Authority.

Bear Mr. Clerk: 

I am returning Bill No. R-74-02-37 unsigned. I am returning the bill un¬ 
signed for the following reasons: 

1. The Fort Wayne Housing Authority, while an executive de¬ 
partment, is an independent commission and not subject to 
control by the City Council; 

2. It is economically infeasible to remodel the dilapidated units 
under consideration when a cost benefit analysis is applied; 

3. Any ’’modernization” at less than the bid price would be of a 
cosmetic nature and would have the effect of squandering the 
taxpayers money on superficial matters. 

4. The Housing Commissioners have fully and completely an¬ 
alyzed the problems that surround Westfield Village. It is in 
the best interests of the consumers of low-income public housing 
as well as the general total well-being of the community that 
Westfield Village be vacated. 

5. It is the role, duty, and obligation of the Fort Wayne Housing 
Authority to provide adequate, decent, safe, and sanitary 
housing and the units at Westfield Village do not meet this cri¬ 
teria. 

6. The resolution is contrary to law and in fact has no binding 
effect on the Housing Authority, and can only have the effect of 
inciting passions, polarizing attitudes, and deteriorating the 
goodwill which exists among citizens of this community.
